Malvern, Oct. 7 (If) 
— Arkan^ 


as' seven-month-old peace secur- 
ty law faced its first test today in 
Vlalvern. 


Police Chief Virgil Norwood in- 


voked the statute yesterday, 
ar- 


'esting C. L. Hunter, an evangelist, 
m charges of disturbing the peace 
and inciting a crowd. 


The law, passed by the 1943 leg- 


slature, made It a felony punish- 
ible by a maximum 10-year prison 
sentence "to incite any sort 
of 


aciat distrust, disorder, prejudices 
or hatreds." 


The police chief said Hunter first 


came here about two years ago and 
hat town authorities forced him 
o discontinue distributing religious 
pamphlets without a peddler's 
li- 


cense. 


"Since then he has come back 


•egularly and each time we have 
had trouble with him," Norwood 
declared. "Lalely he has attempt- 
ed to stir up the people by mak- 
ng speeches criticizing law 
en- 


forcement officers." 


At Norwood's request, state po- 


lice came here yesterday to stand 
guard with rifles 
and 
machine 


guns while Hunter held a three- 
hour street meeting before a large 
crowd. 


Hunter was bound over to the 


Hot Spring county grand jury at a 
hearing in Malvern municipal court 
and was released after 
posting 


$300 bond. The next regular grand 
jury meets Jan. 17, 1944.

The commission already, has sur- 


veyed more than 2,500 types of 
work In the federal service 
and 


classified them with regard to the 
degree of physical handicap with 
'which they can be performed. 


"We have found out what abil- 


ities and faculties are needed in 
particular jobs," says Ramspeck. 
"Then we have taken persons with 
these abilities and faculties, even 
though they may have other handi- 
caps and persuaded appointing of- 
ficers to use their services. Since 
October of last year, over 15,000 
physically handicapped 
persons 


(not 
all veterans by any means, 


but many of them are( have been 
placed in federal positions as a re 
suit of this program. 


"Our next step is to make a 


study of the manner in which these 
physically handicapped employes 
have carried on their work. -This 
study will be completed within the 
next few months." 


The findings of the commissior 


undoubtedly will supply any 
cm 


ployer with statistical data on whai 
physically handicapped persons he 
might give jobs to. 


In addition to that, the Ram- 


speck committee now is prepared 
to call any placement officer on

What Woolf describes as "one of

He lured clients into 
his office, got their signatures on 
income tax returns, collected the 
tax payments, then changed 
the 


forms to bring in greater exemp- 
tions and pocketed the difference 
between what he paid the collector 
and what his'clients had paid him.

But there is a story more interest- 


ing than swollen traffic and profit 
figures—and that is the story of 
how railroad management met the 
war emergency by so handling 
freight cars that virtually none of 
them were idle, and actual short- 
ages were few. 


This freight car story follows in 


part:"The railways arc not getting 


through without shortages; but 
the facts regarding current sur- 
pluses and shortages are no 
less significant than those re- 
garding the amount of traffic 
being handled. There are about 
2,000,000 freight cars available. 
The task of so distributing so 
many cars throughout the coun- 
try as not to have both sporadic 
surpluses and shortages is ob- 
viously a huge and difficult one. 
The so-called 'car shortages' 
prior to twenty years ago were 
always largely due to faulty 
distribution. An extreme ex- 
ample is afforded by the fact 
that in the same week in Au- 
gust, 1922, in which there were 
reported 'shortages' aggregat- 
ing 60,000 cars there were also 
reported 'surpluses' aggregat- 
ing 70,000. 


"Very different is the present 


system of distribution and the 
resulting car situation. With 


• surpluses ranging from only 23,- 
000 to 27,000 cars in August, 
shortages ranged from nothing

ing with September 18 surpluses 
ranged from 19,512 to 21,429— 


. about 1 per cent of the number 


of cars on line and the smallest 
since 1923; and s h o r t a g e s 
ranged from 818 to 2,861. This 
was in very striking contrast 
to the record 'shortage' ot 179,- 
000 cars reported in October, 
1922, 
when the n u m b e r of 


freight cars on line was 280,000 
greater 
than now and the 


freight traffic being handled 
was only half as large. There 
is reason to fear that when all 
reports for October, 1943, arc 
available they will show some 
of the most severe local short- 
ages of cars in years; but, con- 
sidering the government restric-

Russians Expand 
Bridgeheads 
Across Dnieper 


Moscow, Oct. 8 (#>)— The Bed 


Army, pressings its new surprise 
autumn offensive all the way from 
White Russia to the Black Sea, 
was reported today expanding its 
three bridgeheads west of the Dnie- 
per river, particularly the one be- 
low Kiev which threatened to cave 
in Germany's entire eastern front. 


Front 
line dispatches to the 


army newspaper Red Star said the 
major crossing of the Dnieper south 
of Pereyaslav, 50 miles below the 
Ukrainian capital city 
of Kiev, 


which may prove to be one of the 
decisive operations of the war, 
caught the enemy by surprise and 
was carried out in four hours under 
cover of darkness. 


Russian forces which formed the 


wedge in the Germans' vaunted 
Dnieper line were reported already 
to have organized at basic points, 
consolidated ground and enlarged 
the bridgehead for further cross- 
ings. 


Dozens of populated places al- 


ready have been captured on the 
west bank of the Dnieper at the 
central crossing and at the two 
others north of Kiev near the con- 
fluence of the Pripet and Dnieper 
rivers and southeast of Kremen- 
chug between that captured city 
and 
Dnepropetrovsk, 
the dis- 


patches said. 


The announcement of the cross- 


ings was taken hereto mean the 
Red Army positions beyond 
the 


Dnieper now are secure- and that 
the battle is under svay for com- 
plete liquidation of the Germans' 
main defense line and the occupa- 
tion of Kiev.

>% jheaters are proceeding steadily 


90% of Fires 
Preventable, 
Says Embree 


National Fire Prevention Week 


is built around the date October 8 
because it was on that day in 1871 
that the Chicago fire started—a con- 
flagration which destroyed 18,000 
buildings worth 195 million dollars 
and cost 300 human lives—Roy 
Anderson told Hope Rotary club 
today noon in Hotel Barlow. 


He was introducing Hope Fire 


Chief James A. Embree on a pro- 
gram celebrating fire prevention, 
and the insurance man paid high 
tribute to the man whose business 
it is to hold fire losses to a mini- 
mum. 


Chief Embree told the Rotarians 


that 09 per cent of all fires are 
preventable. 


He listed carelessness—the feel- 


ing that fires are something that 
happen to the other fellow—and 
arson, as the two prime causes of 
fire loss. Arson is a despisable 
crime, he said, because the man 
who sets a fire never knows where 
it will end; but arsonists are notor- 
iously hard to convict 
because 


juries feel some economic consid- 
£ration is due the fact that a man 
may have paid premiums to an 
insurance 
company many years 


without ever having collected one 
loss. 


Continuing, Mr. Embree said that 


grass fires are more dangerous 
han the average citizen believes, 
because, not only do they frequently 
spread to buildings, but when the 
'ire equipment is called away from 
he central station to fight a grass 
ire just so long is the property of 
he city left exposed to a real 
emergency. 


Chief Embree said Hope has 


many cases of fire hazards left 
unremedied in the downtown dis- 
rict, and which should be covered 
by municipal law—but he said the 
city-has been fortunate. through 
lie/years, in that only four lives 
have been lost by fire here in 20 
years, although the national aver- 
age for a city this size would be 
one life every year and a half.
